Wheaton's bri- 
gades M-cie eiif;aK'eil for tWO hours tlii.s 
niornin},' cli-ariiij; the c-ouatry in front of 
their lines on bolli sidf.s of tlio river, the 
eiicniy (•uuceiil ra tiii^, Willi iJie apparent 
pnipiwe of cnlting ufl the (jumsoii at 
the waterworks. The rebels bolted at 
the first sign of the advnnce but lliey 
sepuriiti'il into SL'Vfnil bodiuH und when- 
ever tliL- (•over alTordeil upiiortiiiiity kept 
up a running lire. By a aeries of rapid 
advances followed by flank movements 
the enemy was complotely routed, as far 
out ns Guadalonpe on the right nnd al- 
most to Marquini on the left.

Wliite Fall of Snow Covered His 
t^asket When Dellvprcd to 
British Cruiser. 



Amei'iea's Jrnflled Drums Gave Pai-t- 
iug Salute as Old Flag 
Eufurled Him.

\i'»v I'ork, .March 7.— Tlie body of 
Ijcrd tlerschell reached .lersoy City fi-oiu 
■Washington at 5:40 this morning. Tlie 
special train over the Pennsylvania rail- 
read wiiH met at the station by the Brit- 
ish eonsiil-geiieral, Percy Sanderson, 
Coinniodore Pliilip, commandant of the 
New York navy yard, Lieut.-Commander 
Delly, United Stales navy, and detach- 
ments of the Amorlba'n and British mar- 
ines. 

As thu casket wad lifted out of the 
car at the railroad st&tion, the American 
marines presented arms, and the drum- 
mers rolled the "four ruHles," the highest 
funeral salute knowu, except tluit given 
to royalty. Si.x British tars stepped for- 
ward arid plact'd over the casket the (lag 
of England. Before the march to the 
tug comnieucod, a number of gentlemen 
who liiid accompanied tlic body stepped 
up and laid on the eolllii wreaths of 
llowers. Those wlio came from Wash- 
iui^tou witli the remains were C. T- Cart- 
wrigbt, secretary of the joint high com- 
mission; ,1. C. Williamson, private secre- 
tary to Lord lierschell; and his body 
servant, T. Martin. 

After tlie flag and the llowers had been 
deposited on the eollin, it was placed on a 
truck and wlieeled to the freight elevat- 
ors ami lowered to the lloor below, where 
anollier squad of Brilisli sailors awaited 
it. .\.t;aiii six of tliein stepped forward 
and lifted tlie eollin to their shoulders. 
The l)iif,ders of tlie navy yard marines 
siiiiiided "the call," the murines presented 
arms, the otilcers saluted, the civilians 
iiieir hats, and the sailors slowly 
liore the body to the navy tug boat Nar- 
kotu. It was securely fastened to the 
forward deck, and when both .\uierican 
and British marines wi-re on board, tlie 
tug turned to the island, where lay (be 
Hritish cruiser Talliot. The snow was 
falling fast bv tliis time, and before the 
tug proceeded a cable leugtli from the 
pier a white pall had settled ou the cas- 
ket, covering it completely.

It has biM'iv drifting badly on the hill to- 
day, and all efl'orts may be abortive. 
A TKIllilBLK TOIINADO. 

Athens, Teiiii., March (>.— A tornado 
ibout sev<'iily-live yaids wide, struck a. 
portion ot" i\ladisoiiville on Saturday 
night, kUling three persons, wounding 
ton or twelve others uiui completely de- 
stroying twelve or tifteen houses and 
several bams. 

The storm came up witli alarming sud- 
denness luid swept everything in its path. 
It was accompanied by a terrible roar. 
Frightened inliabitaiits riislied for their 
cellars and places of safety. In the 
country great damage was done to orch- 
ards and crops by tlie wind and hail that 
followed. It is reiKirted that further 
casualties occun-ed in the outlying dis- 
tricts, but no piirtieulars have been re- 
ceived. ■■.

SEVIOKB LOSS BY PLOODS. 

Louisville, Ky., Jlarch C — Specials to 
the Post say that all the streams in Ken- 
tucky are out of their banks and are 
doing great damage. 

In Franklin county ,L "\V. Gordon was 
drowned. In LaRue Jacob Ewiiig was 
swept away while riding across a stream. 
William Abshire, of Madison, and Cal. 
Carter, oi: Montgomery county, were also 
drowned. The river here is rising rap- 
idly, and river men say that the chances 
for a tlo<id are strong. 

Le-Kiiigton, Ky., JIarch 7. — An almost 
unprecciiunted loss followed the breaking 
Up Of booms in the Kentucky rivers.

Washington, March 6.— The United 
States government has remained Abso- 
lutely passive throughout ♦he execution 
of the Italian project to secure an "open 
door" on the Chinese coast through the 
acquisition of San Mun bay and outlay- 
ing islands. 

Some days ago United States Minister 
Conger at Poking aciiuainted the state 
departnieut with the fact that Italy had 
preferred a request from China for lease 
of -the spot selected, but has made no 
report since, and it is not known olllcially 
whether the Italian forces have been 
laiuled at San Mun. 

One of the highest authorities to-day 
said: . 

"The goveriimeiit of the TJiiitcd States 
will not take any stejis in rc^-ard to the 
Italian deiiiainl for tMiinese territory." 

la other words, our government, re- 
sisting from motives of broad i)olicy all 
intimations from other poweis that the 
time is ripe for a raid by the United 
States oil some part of the Chinese coast 
line, has deterniined delinitely to keep 
ha nils olT. 

But one motive could iiuliice the (,'ov- 
ornment to change this policy, and tliat 
would be a desire to protect our enorm- 
ously vnlual^e comnierce with China 
from the danger of being completely cut 
off tlirough the gradual e.xteiisioua of 
the leaseholders of Europe. So long as 
our trade is let alone, or is at least al- 
lowed fair opportunity for development 
and is not made the subject of discrim- 
inations, so long will the United States 
government refrain from any interfer- 
ence in Chinese affairs. 

Mr. Cougor has reported that Peking 
has boon unusually quiet during the past 
winter. He does not undertake to say 
whether or not the presence of marines 
at the United Stales legation and at 
other embassies in Peking hail anything 
to do with repressing disorder, Imt Ins 
statenieiit.s bear the alllrmative interpre- 
tation. 

The Cliinese minister called at the 
state department to-day and had a con- 
ference with Secretary llay. 

There is a mass of information on 
liaiid in both the navy and stale deiiart- 
iiieiits relative to the eni-roacbmeiits of 
foreign powers on tlie Chinese coast, 
hut it is in such shape that a coiicLs(> 
statement of the situation is ditlleult to 
attain. Tlie fact is, however, that ilif 
occupation of available ports along tho 
coast has gone to such lengths that the 
majority of the desirable harbm-s, both 
ill value as roadsteads and for com- 
munication with the interior, are in the 
liaiids of foreign governments. With 
England in possession of Weiliaiwei, the 
Kussians at Port Arthur, tlie French at 
Aunan and Tonquin, the (Jennans hold- 
ing Kiaochau, and with the additional 
ports of Hongkong and Singapore in the 
hands of the English, there is little left 
in the way of desirable ports on the 
Cliinese coast. Shanghai is nominally 
iu control of the Chinese government, 
but really is controlled by the various 
treaty nations, ail of whom have ad- 
vantages in theh* occupation over the 
Chinese government itself. At Shang- 
hai tho United States has its only direct 
interest in a Cliinese holding, being one 
of tho treaty powers and having a dis- 
tinctively American concession. Of the 
larger ports remaining tliere are only 
Swatow, Foochow and Xingpo, which 
are really in control of the Chinese gov- 
ermnenl. 

There is a large and di^irable area in 
the Culr of Pecliili, on the northern coast 
in which recent Asiatic despatches inti- 
mate thai the United States may have 
an interest if the dismenib(>rment of 
Cliiiia is iiltimatidy effected. This is 
very landlocked, luiwever, and its nar- 
row entrance is wholly commandeil by 
Port Arthur on one side and by Weiliai- 
wei on the other. The authorized dis- 
claimer given imt to-day. however, of 
any purposi' on tlie part of the United 
States to acquire any territory in that 
or any other portion of China makes tliis 
consideration of little moment. 

Washington. March 7. — The Chinese 
minister. Jlr. Wn Ting Fang, exiiresses 
himself as liighly gratilied at the deli- 
nite determination of the United States 
to keep hands off China and to resist the 
intimations of otlier powers that the time 
is ripe for this country to take for itself 
a part of thi> I'oasi line of China, as 
made known by an authorized statement 
given out yesterday. "1 am sure tlie 
Chinese government and people will not 
fall to observe this strong evidence of 
good will" said Mr. Wu Ting Fang to- 
day. "It is not only another bond be- 
tween the two countries but it has n 
special significance just now. While the 
Old World powers seem moved by rapae 
ity, tho United States takes that lofty 
position of ccjnity, justice, and humanity 
which hns characterized her dealings 
with other international questions of 
late, and instead of joining in encroach- 
ments ou China, assumes an attitude 
of strict neutrality." 

The .Minister had a long conference 
yesterday wilh Secretary liny as to the 
silnalioii iu China. WhiU^ he will not 
discuss the conference he undoubtedly 
leaincil in an olllciiil way what was 
niailc known to the public latei' in thi' 
(lay and communicated the information 
to I'ekiiig. It is understood that the po- 
sition of the United States in refusing 
any territory will have an important in- 
llueiice on affairs in China, strengthening 
the hands of those in authority. 

Speaking of Italy's action in seeking 
nil "open door" on the Chinese coast 
by the acquisition of the San ^luii bay. 
Mr. Wu says lie was niucli surprised at 
tills move, as Italy has practically no 
trade with Cliimi. What China will do 
as to accepting or rejecting llie Italian 
claims Mr. Wu ban not lieeii ndviseil 
olllcially.

London. March 0.— Mr. .Tohn TlPimiker 
ITeatoii, Conservative member of parliament 
fur Caiilerbury, who Inaugurated tho chess 
niat<di pl.nyed by cable between members 
of the /louse of Commons and of tho 
American House of nepresentatlvcR In 
1807, lias called a meeting of chess-playing 
members of the Coninions for Tlinrsday, 
with a view of arranging another Interna- 
tion al chess tonmament between the' two 
honsoB. 



Particulars were received by tlie l^ni- 
press of .Japan of probably the must 
brutal crime that has been coniiniited in 
China— a country notorious for brutality. 
The crime referred to was the murder 
and torture of Rev. Father Victoria, a 
Catholic missionary at Hwei-Fei. A 
doctor who examined the remains upon 
their arrival at Icliaug writes: " I have 
to-day seen a sad and pitiful sight which 
1 wish I could bring liome to some of 
those boniglited statesmen who will 
fatuously insist on regarding and treat- 
ing this nation of China as a civilized or 
even semi-civilized people. Wlint I saw 
— andjjie horror of it will reiiiaiii with 
me for many a long day— was all that 
was left of what but little more than a 
month ago was a line, enthusiastic young 
Roman Catholic priest who came out 
soni(> IS months ago to bring liglit and 
religion to a people who have done him 
t) death in a maiuicr that coukl not lie 
surpassiHl.by the wildest African savage. 
Father Victorin was a Belgian, uot (piite 
2i) years of ag(>, and was appointed by 
his bishop some I wo months ago lo 11 
Jionian Catholic station at Shihkushaii, 
in the Patuiig disliict, about 100 miles 
from here. I'\ir some time jiast there 
has been a feeling of enmity against the 
('alliolics smouldering among the evilly 
disposed, and this at last came to a head 
in an attack on the Catholic converts at 
Shihkushan. Father Victorin at first 
madb his escape, but was so unfortunate 
as to be caught by a roving band of riot- 
ers, who, after beating him cruelly and 
stripping him almost naked, tied him on 
a board and brought him in triumph 
back to his former home, where a large 
band of rioters were assembled whose 
evil jiassions had been stirred up by the 
burning out and shinghtering of converts 
in which they liad been indulging. In 
sight of his lal(> home they tied the poor 
priest up to a tree, and here 1 would 
gladly draw a veil over the rest of his 
ghastly scene, hut that I feel that the 
wcnld slionlcl know of what the Chinese, 
ill their liour of triumph over 11. defence- 
less foreigner, are capable, and 1 would 
warn all readers who are inclined to be 
sc|ueaniish lo read no further, or to skip 
the next few lines. 

■■ .As this iioiu' man hung fnmi the tree 
1(1 wln(di bc was tie<l, pieces were cut 
fiom his thighs and eaten by his lor- 
mi'iitors. From the state of his poor 
body, lire was evidently applied lo it, and 
slugs were tired into non-vital parts. 
l''iiially bis body was cut open from the 
chest to tlie Imiloni of the abdomen, he 
was disembowelled, and the various or- 
gans were taken out and eaten by these 
semi-civilized people, who at the same 
time drank his blood. He was also 
mutilated in a way that cannot be de- 
Hcrlbed, and his head cut off, there being 
a hole in the top of the skull large enough 
to put one's fist in. The head, which 
I nlay add is entirely cleaned out of the 
brain, etc., is easily recognizable, bearing 
the small brown inoustaclie which lie 
wore. One eye was evidently gouged 
out. 

"Now first, as to how these particular 
are known.

RERELIJOXS IN CHINA. 

They Ar(> Spreading and the Situation Is 
Considered Very Crave. 

The rebellion in Anlini province is raii- 
idly spri'adiiig, ami may iuvidve all Cen- 
tral China, inclmling the provinces of 
.\nliui. Iloiian, Kiangsu. Kiangsi, and 
llnnaii. It is stated that the Shuihou 
and lliiy.ang rebels in .\nhni have been 
strongly reinforced by desperadoes from 
across the lionaa borders, and that the 
situation is considered to be very grave 
owing to the warlike nature of the reb- 
els, all of them accustomed to lighting 
from their youth, an dexpected to light 
desperately. The Shnchou rebels are led 
by a degraded military B. A. named Niu, 
a notorious desperiuio who lias a fol- 
lowing of a coniiiact regiment og 2,-IOI) 
well armed men. These men are really 
the nnideus of the rebel forces, while 
with the exception of the Honan con- 
tingent who are known for their courage 
and recklessness, but under their own 
leaders, the other portions of the rebel 
army are looked upon by the officials as 
mere rabble. The local troops of Shu- 
a mere rabble. Tho local troops of Shu- 
ptricken having, it seems, always held 
Uiu and his personal followers in great 
awe. Hence, when a battle was fought 
before the walls Kuyang, the local sol- 
diers and town militia who had been 
compelled by their officials to tuxn out 
and face the advancing rebels outside 
the walls of the city barely waited for 
the approach of the foe, but simply threw 
down their arms and scampered into the 
city gates, in mortal fear lest they should 
be closed in their faces as widl as those 
of the rebids. The mily real lighting on 
that occasion was done by the Lung- 
shaii battaliiiii— a force sent from an- 
(dlier part of the ])rovince to <iuell the 
ndiellion. The troops lost over 21)0 iu 
killed or wouiuleil, and the major com- 
manding and a captain were also killed. 
The gravity of the situation may be 
jndgeil by the governor of Ilcuiaa and 
Viceroy Tiiii of Kiangsu province also 
sending all the troops available to assist 
tho Auhui governor in crushing tlie re- 
bellion, tile usual way in China being 
to allow each governor to do his own 
lighting in his province, wliile the neigh- 
boring governors simply move up troops 
to their own frontiers to jireviMit rebels 
from entering their own borders and criH 
ating trouble. Tliis new departure may 
tlierefore be taken as proof that Viceroy 
Liu and tlu> governors of the provinces 
arouiiil liiiu are more united and friendly 
than was believed.

Recalled That Corporation Was 
Willing to Have It Used for 
Srydock fni poses. 



Trom Onr Own Ckjrrespoudent. 

Ottuwii, March 7. — The Vancouver 
(lolegate.s oii the Doadman's island busl- 
uoaa has hud a two hours' interview with 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir liichiird Curt- 
wright, and iMeasra. Siftou, Bordou and 
Tarte. The delegates made out a strong 
case but au outsider who was present 
gathered from the tenor of the discus- 
sion that the lease will not be cancelled. 
The I'renucr said that from what he had 
heard the island was used for a con- 
venient siKJt by the eitj-, for instance a 
contagious hospital and the like, but no 
oxpeuditure hud been made on it Cor 
park purposes. The delegates, however, 
nniintaincd that it was always looked on 
as i)art of Stanley park. Dr. Borden ex- 
plained the lerujs of the lease. The 
i'reinier iiuked tliut the delegates subniit 
their case in writing, to which they 
agreed. 

Ottawa, Mari'h 'I'he Vauciiuv(^r 

dei)ntalion who wailed on the ministers 
to-day consisted ol' .Messrs. McLuK^m, 
Jlctjueen, iSenkler, l!unscunil)e ami 
Oowan. .Mr, Seukler le<l ulf with an ex- 
planation III' the situation and .'^aid that 
the deputation tested its cause on a 
claim that tln' Lsland was part of the 
imrk onder the^governnient lease of 1SS7. 
He added thut the erection of u sawmill 
would dCKtroy the appeamuce of the 
park. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier— As I understand, 
jour delegation rests its case oa the 
ground that the island belonged to and 
was attached to the park, which was 
given to tlio city for park purposes and 
could not be alienated from the park, 
and if it could be alienated you say that 
it ought not to bo because it would de- 
stroy tlie views and the appearance of 
thut part of the city. 

Mr. Scnklcr replied that thut was his 
position. 

Aid. McQueen read the correspondence 
between the city and the government, 
lie said that the reason for applying for 
ji lease to the government was to remove 
squatlerfi hut when asked by Hon. Mr. 
Tarte to sliow that there w:\s anything 
tibont squatters in the cnrrespondence, 
could not do so. lie also saiil there were 
stiuatters on the main shore. lie ad- 
mitted that the island was used for tin 
isolation hospital and cemetery, and also 
tlnit application hail been made for it 
by a nniriiie railway company to wliom 
in 18!).") tho provincial governnK'nt had 
agreed to grant the island at a rental of 
■?;!r)0 for the tirst year. 

Mr. McLagan, who was a meiuber of 
the marine railway company, gave a hi; 
tory of the project. He also stated that 
VanpouTCr voted .'yiOO.OOO in IS'.tl to aid 
the conBtruction of u dry dock on the 
Jsland. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte— Evidently the city 
did ndt think then, sLx years after using 
the pork for park purposes, that it aslo 
lad the island. 

Mr. Basoombe next addressed the com- 
mittee on the undesirability of taking 
the island from the park. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier— I have had no 
information on the subject previously, 
but judging from what I have heard I 
am of the opinion that the city used the 
island as a convenient place for a wnie- 
tery and for other purposes, but not in 
any way as a part of the park. 

Aid. McQueen stated in reply to Sir 
Richard Cartwright that the city had 
si)ont no money on the improvement of 
the island beyond liidlding a bri<ige to 
connect it with Stanley iiark. 

Mr. Cowan stated that \'anro;iver peo- 
ple liad always considered th.- island as 
part of the jiark. 

Dr. Borden said that thinigh it was not 
stii)nliited in the lease, it was ptirt of the 
agreeiiKMit with -Mr. l,,ti(lgate that .Sli.'iO,- 
(X)0 shonld be spent on the island and 
that 1,(X10 men shoeld lie <'m])loyed. 

-Vs many conflicting statements had 
been made on th(> siilijeet, Sir Wilfrid 
Daiirier asked the deputation to subndt 
a statement in writing of the case of 
tliose who opposed the lease. This will 
be done.

HATED HEU FATHER. 

Bad Girl I'nt Poison in His Food and 
Now Awaits Trial. 

Pawtucket, Il.I., March G.— In the dis- 
trict court of Central Palls, this morn- 
ing, Adelaide Harvey, aged I'l, was ar- 
raigned before Judge Goff on a warrant 
charging her with mi.ving poison in the 
food of her father, James B, Harvey, 
with intent to kill him.

Some of the 
members argued strongly in favor ol the 
abolition of the rule making the pay- 
ment of pilotage foes compulsory, no 
matter whether the vessel takes a pilot 
or not. .\t present half fees must he 
paid if a pilot is not taken. Mr. W. A. 
Ward made the point that the present 
arrangement is detrimental to the lumber 
trade and otlier members pointed out 
that it prevented vessels from coming 
here seeking cargoes. Pilotage is not 
compn'.sory in llie state of AVasliington. 
aud therefore vessels lie at Port Angeles 
or Port Townsend when they might come 
to tho Eoyal Roods. On the other hand 
it was urged that if compulsory pilotage 
was wholly abolished, tliere would lie 
danger of a shortage of pilots. The sub- 
ject is not free from difficulties, and do- 
serves very thorough investigation. One 
reason advanced for making pilotagi' 
compulsory is that, if it were abolished 
or made orilional, Victoria would have an 
advantage over other ports, but surely 
there is no justice in taking away from 
a city the advantages of its geographical 
position. Victoria has some disadvant- 
ages by i-eason of its being on an island, 
but it has never lioen jiroposoil to lianrli- 
cap other places in ln>r licliall' on iliis 
acconnl.

Nor 
Is Mr. Wells' election in North Kast 
Kootcnny to lie allowed to go utiprotest- 
cd. A petition has been liled in this case 
setting forth the irregularities claimed. It 
will bo romenibcrod that resiKinsible citi- 
zens protested at the time of the return 
by acclamation of Mr. Wells, that the 
iioniinafion of the Tlioimis l''nreKt had 
been wrongfully rejected althou;,'h ten- 
dered within the limit of time and witli 
the necessary .fi^OO deposit. This is llie 
chief irregularity charged in the petition, 
which goes forward to-day' for service 
upon Mr. Wells.

■Mr. .v. i;. .Mc( 'an.lless was stroiiglv in' 
Ij'.vor of a eomniission of eiii|iiiry, and hi' 
ihouglit also that the mcmhers should do 
all in their power to .•idvaiici; the scheme 
at Ottawa by advoeatliiK llio passage of 
the necissar.v legislation. 

Mr. U. U. Kor, Oil tlic ()t li("r Imnil, con- 
sidered the scheme a " wild (me," and 
tlumght that a much better harlior could 
be secured at smaller cost by huildin- a 
breakwater from Holland jxiint "to 
Brotcbie ledge. The largest steamers, 
he contended, would never enter the inner 
harbor, while they could dock at tlie 
outer wharves.

They wanted tin 
(lUestion settled and the uneertaint v ilom 
away wiUi. So far they had been "uiiabh 
to enter into any contracts, us they could 
not say what the fish were going to cost 
them. 

Mr. K.'iile advised tho canners to go 
on with their iireparationa, ns he Con 
tended that the new regulations were un 
Nvorkahle. anil he believed that the minis- 
ter of tislieries would see the abstirdity 
of tryi.ni: to enforce them. 

('apt. Cox said tliei-e were no sugg 
tioiis to offer in res]iei't to the joint high 
eoinmission. and Cirl.

(>il out, liMil done pretty well in resiiect 
to li>;lits, but (dijection was made to Vic- 
toria harbor sulTeriug on that account. 

.Mr. .\. (!. .McCaiidlcss expressed liiiu- 
self as strou^dy in favor of tlu> (.'orbiu 
re. id into the I'.oundar.v Creek eomitry. 
If there was any possibility of the \'ii-- 
to'ia, Vancouver A: Kastern railway 
being built, he would not be so strongly 
ill favor of tho Corbiu road, but thiTc 
should be scmie competition with the 
C P. R. 

Senator Tcmpleman thought tliai the 
lioard of trade should pass un opinion on 
the Corbiu question. He favored the 
Corbiu road on the broad general princi- 
ple tlnit competition wns necessary in n 
new couiitr.v, and in an old one as well. 
He would go further and say that he 
Would supiiort any rsiilwiiy that did not 
ask for a subsidy from the government. 
I'liblie opinion was strongly in favor of 
the road. 

While personally in favor of the road, 
Mr. W. .\. Ward considerwl that a 
si'ecial meeting of the whole board should 
consider t he (|nesiioii. 

.Mr. .MeCandless moved tliat a siiocial 
meeting be called to consider the qiies- 
tioii. Last year it was thought that the 
\'ietoria, N'aneoiiver it lOastern railway 
would be built, and if that had been iloiie 
there would be no necessity for the Coi^ 
bin road. 

Mr. R. Erskine seconded the resolu- 
tion.

McQuade, and jotted doN\ ii 
in the members' note-books among the

Col. Prior asked for an expression of 
opinion on the pilotage ipiestioii. and 
brought forth a strong im|iearhnieiit on 
the part of Mr. Wanl of coin|)iilsory pilot 
aL'e. r.ritish ('olnniliia briii;; adjacent 
to I'u-et Sounil. where pilotage was free, 
made it hard |iarti<ailarly for the luiu- 
berinen— to coiniietc against the Pugel 
Sound mills. All shipowners asked half 
a. crown more to load at Hritisli Colum- 
bia mills than they asked to load ;it 
Sound mills, purely on nccouut of the 
pilota^'e Uh-a and extra towa^re. It made 
il necessary for the British Columbia 
mills to idiarge HO cents a thousand more 
for their Imuber than was charged by 
the Sound mills. The insurance was 
not a cent less on account of the pilot- 

Mr- Kor suggested a commission to 
look into the whole iiuestion, and this 
mot with tlie tiiiproval of most of tho 
members. 

Mr. F. O. Dnvidgc did not believe in 
pilotage being made optional. It would 
just bo tho means of allowing some ves- 
sels that should contribute to pilotage 
escaping it. 

Mr. Ward said ns it was, none of tlie 
sailing vessels going to Vancouver or 
N.'inaimi) iiiekeil up pilots until they 
wi-re Ihrouirh the most dangerous waters. 

The matter was rererre<l to the com- 
initfee on harbors and navigiitioii. 

Mr. I?ert Collyor asked the board to 
eiidors<' his map of the Atlia country. 
Tliis was roforrod.. to the committee on 
liilvert.isiug. 

.Mr. Ward mentioned llie anti-.Tapanese 
leiiislalion. which he iHinsidcred wtis 
dininetrically oiiposisl to the developim'ut 
of trade with ,lapan.

ineut of the country; that it has caused 
a sudden and complete cessation of all 
prospecting and claim intprovemcnt; that 
it lias caused capitalists to withhold from 
investing in the country, and has checked 
cifoetually the influx of population neces- 
sary for the building up of a rich section 
ol the province. 

As to the other matters of complaint 
in Atlin, the petition points out that the 
pioneers who have invested their all upon 
their faith in the country are lierL>— as 
by the exclusion law— made the brst and 
iniiiiediate sutlcrers. They liave sur- 
veyed a city, cleared its streets, fenced 
and cleared the lots, liuilt homes or 
pluccs of Imsincss uiioii them, and uuuii- 
taLned a loyal and law-abiding commu- 
nity—and this without a dollar of cost 
to the government that might naturally 
he expected to have done something for 
the town and district so J^cently sprung 
into prominence.

Many lets have 
been loeateil lo;- liuildliii; piirpuses by men 
who stayed lu In're iliirlng llie winter, 
whleh have been cleared, hut for various 
reasims have not been built upon. It seems 
that legallv anyone may re-locate and build 
upon these" lets If cleared but not built upon. 
Those having built upon lots are safe fn-m 
the lot-juiiipers and are congratulating 
iheiiiselves therefor. The Others complain 
that having stayed In the town over winter, 
and In fact having assisted In maklni,' the 
town, adding value thereto by their labor 
(I expenditure ot money In elearlm; lots, 
and !.. many eases also the iidjaeeiit street. 
It Is only fair tlnit they be Klveii an oppor- 
tiiulty of enjoying what they have eariieil. 
It looks to them as thoii;;li r.miiiKUi Justice 
should liulleaie to tJie 1 1 -J U 111 pe IS the 
propriety ol kIvIhK tlieiii a fair show for 
their liulldliiK luls. On llie other liunil, the 
opposite side say they toek that risk wdien 
thev located their lots, anil these late com- 
ers'seem to have the IcKill right on their 
side. 

As the season ndvnnees tbe linportaiiee 
of an all-water route from Bennett to Atlin 
i ltv becomes one of great Importance to 
those making this district the scene of the 
season s opeiutlonH. Atlln lake and Taku 
Arm are connected by the Atlhi river, 
widch Hows from the lake Into Taku Arm. 
The imrrent of tli(> river Is In soine places 
verv swift, ruimliii-' In one place about 
seven miles per hour. At one point the 
river Is somewhat shallow ami at another 
there Is a ne.di, milking; It iianneriais to 
iiiivli;atioii. However, liolh these (ilisLrue- 
tiims can be easily overcniiu' at a very Irl- 
IlluK expense. If some preparations are 
not miiide to cet throiii;li this part ot the 
route a landing will have to be made at 
Taku ("Itv, the supplies hauled over the 
portage to Atlln lake and there re-sblpped. 
This expense ami trouble can be very easily 
avoided It the matter Is taken up In time. 
Of course, at the present time tho river 
Is navigable only for light, strong crafts. 

As for ns the town Itself Is concerned, all 
nwalt tho coming of the f?oUl coumdsslon- 
or. With Ills arrival a new Interest will 
be mniiltesled and no doubt bulldliii,' to a 
very considerable extent will be resnmed.

111 a SvenglUl-llke lover and exponent ot all 
things evil-tor such a devil would, he 
reasons. Hurt few vlctiins even In a world 
of weakness. 

(lu the contrary, he presents the Oevll 
as above all things an hypocrlti^a suave, 
smiling, eoaipanloiiiibli.' and ileelib.'diy Jovi- 
al temiiler from the paths of right, 
speclijus a reasoiier and wltlnil so frank 
anil seeiiiliif-'ly hnnest In all things as to 
disarm siispkloii till the iiiiu'titape of the 
soul has been foreclosed —giving but occa- 
sional glimpses of the llend and then never 
when the mortnl eyes may sec and compre- 
ncnu. 

Having thus sketched his Mephlsto In out- 
line, Mr. Morrison UUs In Ids creation with 
conBunimate art and seliolarly lldcllty lo 
I hi' aulhm-'s tlioiighl. Ills rcadliu; of the 
part Is a study In perfccl eloeutUui— not a 
Ill-placed Iniiiiation or too luiich ee.cn- 
tiiiited syllable In all the four ael^ of the 
plav fullv coiinruilng the verdict of the 
eipially 'Studious and erillcall l'"re,lerlek 
Wiuile. that he Is '•the greatest elocutloidsl 
known to the American stage." 

As for Ids noting of the remarkable and 
trvliic piirt, so tempting toward extrnviig- 
niice— It la at all times even and easy, force- 
ful yet full of repose, n Btudy lu Satanic 
sntlrc rather than Mepblatopbobia male- 
volence. 

An orlglnnl grace, comhlued with bold- 
uesa, marks the perfected elmraeterlzatlou, 
whleh assuredly will live In the annals 
id the American stagi' as the relliicil work 
of a thounlilful and thorough iielm-, to 
whniu the hriiln Is llrsi servant, anil the 
siifllelent voice and actor^s skill of sccoiid- 
iiry service. 

As to the supporting company with Mr. 
Morrison on Ids present tour. It contains 
a strong and soldierly 'Vnlentlne In Mr. 
I'liul Gerson; a splrltualle ond suitable Mar- 
guerite In Miss Mnhcl Morrison. Mrs. Sel- 
by Tapstteld Is clever, though she Inclines 
toward burlesquing the Martha, nnd Mr. 
Eisner Is senrcely a sntlBfylng Fnust. As 
tor the others— they are but units. And 
In any event Mephlsto so dominates, per- 
meatefl and luonopollzea the entire tragedy 
tluit it Is llttint! he should eclipse all others 
In the play.

Wonders of (he Subtle Current the 
Subject ol a McGill 
Lecture. 



Prof. Doweus Talks of Its Very 
Lattst Feats and. Possi- 
bilities. 



The recent inBtallntlon of a new electri- 
cal plant In the laboratories of McGllI Unl- 

-pioojo oqi 0} noniionii iiAiUjp kuij a')isjoa 
ciil (liljartujcnt of Ai)i)lli'il tiL-li'iU'i'. Miirli 
interest waa tlicrefore taUen In tlie an- 
nounceaient that Prof, Owens, the new 
professor of electrical enBlneerlng, was in 
deUvcr the annual university lecture upmi 
the subject of "Electricity as u Factor In 
Uodern Development." 

Tlie lecture wus delivered in the Jliilsmi 
Hall at McGllI College j-estcrday aftci riooii. 
and was largely attended. Mr. Samuel Flii- 
ley prcoldcd, and tlifre were upon the plaL- 
form with lilm the principal, Dr. Peterson, 
and the dcniiH ami piufossois of the several 
faculties of tlio unlvLTslty. 

Prof. Owens in Ills oijoninf; words i-c- 
ferrcd to the recent donation of Sir \Villhnn 
JlcUonakl to tlic cloftrlcal (lopaftnicnl. 
"It waH with Krcat pU'aHiirc," Ik^ said, 
"that I received (lie Invitation to deliver 
thia lecture, for I miw In It not only au op- 
portunity of expressing my appreciation of 
the courtesies thnt have, been extended tu 
me since coming to Montreal, but iilso of 
Tolclng the sense of gratitude felt by every 
one concerned in engineering education for 
the re<;eat enlarKcmcnt of the facilities of 
McOIll Onlversity for engineering Instruc- 
tion and researchi facilities that have been 
most graciously afforded by our dlstlu- 
gulHhed benefactor and governor. Sir Wil- 
liam McDonald. 

The record of the past hundred yeiiis In 
Kcncnil onKlneorlni; work was couiprclien- 
slvely rovlewcil. "To the ongiiieer, iiiid not 
to tlie inilllary leader," he .said, "we now 
look for the advance of civilization and the 
cxtonBlon of the lOmpire. How recently 
have we seen our Anglo-Saxon clvlU/.atlon 
extended throughotit lhi> hear! of ,\frlca 
by the dlstlngnished eii^'lnecriiii; solilicr. 
Lord Kitchener. With railway and ma- 
chine gun he ncconipllshed the task that 
the heroism of Gordon assailed In vain. 
But not more on the outskirts of civiliza- 
tion than In the midst of crowded thor- 
oughfares does he Und pioneer work to <ln. 
To him wo look fop every advance In our 
methods of flbre and food production, the 
annlbllutlon of time and distance, our en- 
gines of war and linplcniiMits of pence. The 
Industrial revolutions occasioned by his In- 
ventive genius have laid the foundation of 
every Hoclnl change, anil to his labor and 
the result of his work our inndorn civiliza- 
tion Is mainly due. Hy the introduction of 
electric traction not only have the Hiinltary 
conditions of our cities heen Improved, and 
an Immense amount of ti]ii(> for pleasure or 
business saved, but healthy country lioaies 
have been Ruhstlluted for the overcrowded 
tenement. The day Is iiol far distant when 
the city 'block' for ilwelllng purposes will 
he n thing of the jiast. The very same 
agencies, natural sources of power, water- 
falls and coalilelds, which formerly opera- 
ted to concentrate population, are now, 
through Improved methods of power trans- 
mission and distribution, operntlnR In nn 
opposite direction, and, ns the time goes 
on, a man's place of living will bear les.s 
and less relation to the location of his of- 
fice or place of (Miiductlng business. 

"The modern elect rU'ally driven and 
lighted machine sliup ami factory has an 
elevating tendency as great as was the de- 
pressing effect of the snioke-lilled four- 
smelling establlsiiment It has often re- 
placed. 

"What, then, will be the place of engi- 
neering in tlie ('omlng university? The 
answer Is evident. Just as a general 
knowledge of science has come to be con- 
sidered an essential In every course In- 
tended to afford a liberal education, so a 
general knowledge of the applications of 
the science will likewise be regarded. For 
the present, electrical, as well as other spe- 
elal branches of engineering must be con- 
ducted as nndergradunte work. Few, If 
any, schools of cletcrlcnl engineering are 
more happily situated than ours. With the 
splendidly equlppnl factories of the Cana- 
dian General Hlectrlc Company at Peter- 
boro, the Royal Hlectrlc Company of this 
city, and the magnlflcent water-power de- 
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velopmentH at Lacalne and Chambly, all 
within easy reach, the student quickly 
learns the bearing of his subject upon the 
commercial and Industrial Interests of the 
Dominion, and It Is my highest ambition 
that the splendid water powers of Canada 
shall be guided Into useful channels largely 
by graduates of McGlII University. 

"But let us return to the original sub- 
ject, and trace in more detail the develop- 
ments in the several branches of electrical 
work. 

ELKCTRIC LIGHTING. 
"Coupled with tlie steam engine and 
water-wheel, the dyunnio converts the so- 
lar energy of our coal fields and waterfalls 
Into a subtle and powerful force, whose ap- 
plications are literally without number. 
By 1870 the dynamo machine might be said 
to have reached a commercial form, but the 
problem of electric lighting was not solved 
until 10 years later. 

"So rapidly were the iidvaiitagi'S of the 
Incandescent lamp appreciated for Interior 
lighting, and the electric an- for street II- 
lumluatlon. tliat In loss than a single gen- 
eration, from llfleen to twenty million In- 
eandeseents and nearly half a inlllloii arcs 
are now In use In a .single country— the Uni- 
ted States. 

"Ill the early days of the Industry, when 
the protilems of Insulatioa and distribution 
were Imperfctidy understood, it waS neces- 
sary to use low electric pressures and to 
place the central station close to the dis. 
trict to be suppjled, but now that we have 
become familiar with pressures of ten, 
twenty, thirty- and forty thousand volts, 
and the possibilities of alternating currents 
for transmission and distribution are bet- 
ter known, the station may be located well 
outside the limits of the average city, feed- 
ing Into suitable snb-stntlons wherever cur- 
rent is rcQulred. This menus both a great 
economy In the cost of generation and the 
absence of the familiar smoke nuisance. 

Il.'ippy and thrice happy should the peo- 
ple of the city lie, because iif the inagnlll- 
ceut wat<'r power that Is being <levelopeil 
at her very gates. Wltliin easy reach of 
Montreal there is more hydraulic power 
than In the whole of Switzerland, and when 
fully developed nnil elect rlcally .applied, wc> 
should have here the (deetrlc cdty of the 
Dominion. 

"I!ut lirllllaiil as have been the advances 
In electric sideiK'e. we are still far short of 
what w<' bc>]ie the future holds. The two 
engineering problems that oxclte most In- 
terest to-day are the efflelent conversion of 
the energy of fool Into electric agency, and 
the conversion of electric energy into light, 
wit limit acennipanying heat. Tho steam- 
engine converts only from 6 to 10. per cent, 
of thc> cliemlenl eiier'.r.v of eonl Into niecliaiil- 
cal power, while the dynamo converts froin 
!)0 to P.") per cent, of th(> iiieebn :iical pi>wi>r 
It receives into niecliaiilea I power. In nolnt 
of efdelency the dyiiiimo is practically p(>r- 
fect. but .'111 thermal encliies are snb,lect to 
laws which under working <'onditlons sadl.v 
limit their efticlency. Tliereforo the effort 
Is beinc constantly made to convert the 
chemical energy of carbon directly Into 
eh ctric energy, without piisslnir Ihrmigh 
the form of heat, a process es.sentlnlly simi- 
lar to ythe eonvorslon In the ordinary zlnc- 
copper bntterj-; but so far no practical car- 
bon battery has been produced. 

"Indeed, It Is floiibtfnl If the art of gov- 
ernment la, sufflelently tar advanced to 
withstand the social strain that such a 
revolutionary invention would produce. It 
would mean unlimited power at praetlenllv 
no cost, and would occasion Industrial and 
social changes beside which those produced 
by Ibr steam-enginp would dwindle to a 
vanishing' point. If our modern llirhtlmi 
apparatus could be brought to the efncleni'y 
of that of till' glowworm and firelly, the 
eonsnmptlou of a few tons of coni per hour 
would light the world. 

RLKHTnir POWER. 

"Power dlstribntlon by el<>ctric motors, 
though first developed In conjunction wlih 
(deetrlc llglitlug. not only now I'xci'i'ds 
many limes the llchllni; Interest, but It has 
biM'onie one of I he largest commercial en- 
terprises of tli(> globe. In IRP.S more than 
a million horse-power In electric motors 
was emiiloyed in the T'uited States la st.-eet 
rallwav transportation nioiie, con ve.vliit.'. by 
a recent estlmiite. more than three billion 
liasseiigei's. and earnlii;,' something like a 
Imndreil and twenty-five iiiilllon dollars. 
These same railways employ nn army of 
two hundred thousand men, and represent 
an Invested capital of from one to one and 
a half blllionH. 

"To-da.v, about n mile above Niagara 
FnllB. some fifty thousand horse-power is 
enntlnuouBly flowing from half a score of 
huge electric spinning topa No feat of 
modern engineering 1ms been watched with 
greater Interest than this, and none more 
Buceeasfnlly eondiieted. The power of Nln- 
garn has been estimated at about seven 
million horse-power, greater probably thnn 
the physical force of the whole human 
r,Mci> Is capable of contlniiousl.v exerting. 
At present some two hundred and fifty 
Ihoiisand borsi'-power Is to lii' devfdoped on 
the .\nii>rican nnil Caii.adlnn sides, or about 
."i iier ei'iit. of the total power aviillable; niif 
enoiich to iiercep(llily diminish the How of 
falls. H"wev<>r. shi'idd the whole li.- 
utilized, leavim: the mcky bed dry and 
bare, we would hut be substituting a won- 
derful cntuniet of eternle energv for the 
splendid flow of BTavltatlonal matter so 
lustly famed. Which spectacle would pre- 
sent irrealer beniity would depend upon the 
indlvliiiia I. To those who trace In Imnu'I- 
ii.itlnii tb<- enurse of n beam of sunlight, 
as li buries Itself In the ocean, rises in 
cloud n;id falls iiL'.Min In grntefnl shower 
over L'l-aln tbdds and viiieynrd, tilling brook 
nml swelliiH,' river, anil liiiallv tuniblliiL' 
thromrb miIlMiIv turbines and sllcnilv 
streamlnir froni tlio poljsbi'd slin riniru of 
stately ilynani-is. bursllm,- again into wlioli.- 
Roiiie snnliL'bl, In brlL'Iiten the buines of 
hiinilreds- (he siilisdtnt Ion would but he 
the comolelloii of a full cycle of usefulness 
and heauty, 

"Krom idlber standpoint, however, f'lina- 
da Is fortunate, for she hns water power 
enough and to spare. Some of this Is al- 
ready being splendidly developed, but much 
win not bp needed for many years, 

"Among the best examples of electric 
trnnsmlslon In the world are the plants at 
Lachlne. Chnmhiy and Hamilton. The lat- 
ter plant started In September Inst, and Is 
now trnnsmltting some two thousand Bve 
hundred horse-power 3.5 miles, at the enor- 
mous pri'VHure of 'J2..'jOn volts. 'I'lie two 
former. I suiiose. most pcrsnas in Montreal 
have had the pleasure of seeing. 

"It Is of interest to enquire iiw to the 
probable limit of economical jinwer triins- 
nilssioii by electrical means. In reply tc 
this r may say that Lord Kelvin, after an 
Inspect Inn of the Niagara plant in 1897, Is 
nuofed as placing the limit at about three 
huadred miles. 

"It Is cstlmiiied Hint about two liuudred 
thousiind horse-power of electrleni mai'hln- 
ery Is now In use on the American conti- 
nent for transmitting the power of falling 
water. 

"Wlthont doubt the grentcHt advance thnt 
has been iiiBde. for many ycar^in land tele- 



graphy has occurred In the past year, and 
Is due to I'l-uf. Henry A. Kowland, of Ihiltl- 
niore. lie has brought out .a 'multiplex 
printing telegraph,' by which 16 messages 
per ndiiute, of '-'0 words each, may be sent 
over a single wire by operators skilled only 
In the use of the typewriter, the messages 
being automatlcnlly recorded, not In cypher, 
but In ordinary type, at tho end of the 
line. I had t\w pleasure of seeing his nppar 
atua, which Is a inarvid of ineehanlcal 
beauty. In successful operation a fe.v days 
ago, over nrtlllclal lines varying from .lOO 
to 1,000 miles In length, a modlfieatloii of 
his system, iidnpted to auloimitic sending 
will transmit from ;i,0(»0 to l.tXM) words per 
minute. What this nuMins may be seen l)y 
remembering tluit at this rate the contents 
of a New York daily might be transiiilttcd 
to .Montreal In less than an hour. I'.iit iiot- 
wl'.lislaiidliig Ihesi- devices, by which the 
carrying capacity of a single wln> is iniiltl- 
plled many times, eCforta are continually 
being made to do away with wires alto- 
gether, and to transmit raessnges by set- 
ting up electro-magnetic waves at dllTerent 
sending points, and using suitable detectors 
as receivers. 

"In the United States there are eonslder- 
ableover a million telephone Instruments in 
daily use, and each dny more thnn three 
million connections are niiide. In ICngliiiid 
about iriO.OOi) miles of teleplKuie wire are 
In use, and the ntimber of nies.sages per 
year has reached something over eight v mil- 
lion. 

(ITIIIOU APPLICATIONS. 
There are many othin- aiipUcatlons, but 
Ruflli'c It to say that In hundreds of other 
ways electricity Is playing a similar imrt. 
In agrlcult me, electrical methods of stliiiu- 
latlng jdant growth have passed the experi- 
mental stage. Ill medical practice It has 
become Indlspenslble. In domestic life the 
electric call-bell, cUnUng dlsb and fan mo- 
tor bring a nicnsnre of comfort even to 
b.ichelor quarters. Indeed, no bonnds can 
be iiliieed upon this spirit of the nineteenth 
century, thnt comes 

"To answer our best pleasure: be't to fly, 
To swim, to dive Into the Ore, to ride 
On the euri'd clouds."

which forms the noitbera boundary of his 
state for a distance .of 20O mllea. 

The Nnwob's present Income Is about 15

'J'lie (.'lent .'stale in Wliirli lOveii a .Minor 
roteiiatc Lives. 

.\iiiei-ii'.iii Interest In India has been stlm- 
nlaied by tile ajipola t piiMit of an American 
girl's husband as Viceroy of Victoria's In- 
dian empire. In the Century for March, 
.Mr. It. II. Mackenzie describes his i)evsonal 
experiences "At the Court of an Indian 
rrliice."— Sir Zadick Mnhanimcd Khan 
Abassle, G.C., S.I., Nawab of Bahawalpur. 
1'lie enormous extent of the empire over 
which Lord Curzon rules is Illustrated by 
this account of one of .its petty divisions; 
for Ills Bigness the Nawab Is the great 
man of a strip of territory 300 by 100 miles 
in size, which forms one of the minor states 
of linjputana. Yet his wenltb la enormous, 
anil his surroundings mngnlfleent. 

The Nawab is a man aliont .'!(> years old, 
i; fi'ct tall 1111(1 widl [irnporlloned ; he has 
dark and promlnciil features, long black 
curly hair, beard cut close, and very biiig 
drooping mustaches curling Into a ring lit 
the ends. lie Is extreimdy sensitive, lias a 
strong will and constitution of Iron, and Is 
Intensidy suspicious niid Jeal();:s, the natur- 
al result of Ills position. 

lOxcept on special occasions, the Nawab 
dresses In white inuslln trousers, very wide 
and baggy, silk or cloth coat and walsi 
coat, and silk and gold turbnn. Ills pockets 
are luimerous, and their contents snrprls- 
Ing. It Is a common thing for him to wear 
two or three watches, and very beautiful 
ones tliey arc. This does not astonish ouc 
so much as the fact that he possesses no 
less than 1.700 watches of all descriptions, 
and Is constantly purchasing others. lie 
has also remarkably line Jewels. Ills 
crown weighs nine pounds, and Is ii mass 
of diamonds set In silver, with a row of 
very largo pear-shaped pearls as pendants 
around the base. He has n sword the .|ew- 
clled scabbard ami hilt of wliicli are valued 
at !?,"ilHI,n<l(l. He wears some extraor- 
dinary rubles and uncut emeralds attached 
to chains of rubles and pearls that be 
wears as a necklace. He has also a set of 
Ifi uni'ut rnhles as large as the largest of 
emeralds. They are historic gems, with the 
names of the Mogul emperors engraved 
upon them. They are very Irregular in 
slmpe. nnd menaure fully one and one-hnlf 
Inches In diameter. The robe, sash and pen- 
dants seen In the portrait are the insignia 
of the "Star of India." 

He Is never without a pocketful of gold 
mohnrs and rupees. A gold raohnr Is a 
coin thnt Is not in circulation as money; 
but It la a common custom among native 
princes to present these coins to friends, 
nnd to receive thetn as presents, on certnln 
ceremonial ocenslonR. It Is of pur(> gold, 
and varies In size nnd vnliu' from 'Jn to U^ 
rupees. A rupee is a nilver coin about llie 
size of a no cent piece, but according to the 
present rate of exchange is wortii only 
about 2.^1 cents. 

The Nawab leads a very active but whim- 
sical life. Ills greatest passion Is liiinlliiL'. 
consisting of sboollng, idg-slbddiig and 
liawkiiii.'. lie is an excidlcnt shot, especi- 
ally if the game is moving rapidly, nnd I 
should be afraid to say liow many wild 
boars he ha.s killed, plg-stleklng being a 
sport not generally IndulgedMn by M(diam- 
niednns. He, like most Indian princes, has 
killed his tiger. Fie Is equally skilled In 
telling a story, and his English, though 
slow nad measured, is very good. From the 
time he was five years old he was under nn 
ICnglisli tutor, appointed by the Krltlsh 
government. 

At the death of his father, the formi-r 
Nawoh, the whole state pa.ssed into tlie 
hands of the lirltlsb government until the 
young Nawab, coming of age. was placed 
(Ml the throne and given full powers to gov- 
ern ills l!()(),00n subjects, together wlthsev- 
eral crorcs of rupees, which had nccumuln- 
ted In the trensury under the ndmlnlstra- 
tlon of tlie English. (A crore Is 10.000,000 
rtipees, or 100 lacs, a lac being 100,000 ru- 
pees.) 

It Is only natural that the young prince, 
once In possession of hU great wealth, 
should desire to spend It, and the result 
was that four new palaces were built at 
the capital of the state, Tlafaawalpnr, and 
at nn old town, about 30 miles distant, 
enllcd Ahmedpur, the former residence of 
the Nnwnbs of Bahawalpur since 17'i7. 
Two of those pnlnces were built In the 
style that I have already described. 

The Nawnb hnii a bodyguard of .im 
mounted men, nearly all from nnluchlstan, 
a wild, dirty and most picturesipie set, and 
the best and most reckless riders I have 
ever seen. lie maintains only one squadron 
of cir.-alry and hnlf a reghnent of Infantry, 
but has 2,000 domestic servants nnd .'!00 
shikarees, or IninterH. dlHtribated over the 
whole state, whose duty It is to send news 
to the Nawab when game is found In their 
locality, ami to keep poachetH from tres- 
passing. He hns nlso a stnble of IfiO Arab, 
BnglUb ahd Australian horses, and two

For Making rrovislon for the Construction 
of i'ermuuent Sidewalks la the Business 
I'ortlons of the Clt/. 

■WHEREAS it is expedient that perma- 
nent sidewalks should be laid In the busi- 
ness portion's of the City. 

Therefore, the Municipel Oonncll of the 
Corporation of the City of Victoria, enacts 
as follows: 

1. The Council may, by resolution, de- 
termine from time to time to construct 
and lay permanent sidewalks of concrete, 
brick or such other uiatcrlul as may be 
approved by the Council, with granite 
or concrete curbs, upon any streets or 
street, or portion of a street within the 
limits hereinafter mentioned, and not nl 
ready having any permanent sidewalk, nud 
may specify what sldenralks It Is desirable 
to have so constructed, and whether such 
work or any portion of It shall be done 
by day labor or by contract, and If there 
shnll be a concrete curb In front of the 
street or portiou of a street where such 
sidewalk Is intended to be constructed, tho 
Council niiiy direct that such curb may 
furiu part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

2. Ou the pa.ssago of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have been entered 
In the minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall be transniittcd by the Clerk to 
tho City IjUglneer. 

.'!. Ou the receipt by the City Engineer 
of a copy of such resuliil Ion, It shall be 
his duty to proceed at once to make an 
csthiiiite of tlie expense or cost of such 
sidewalk, and to ascertain and deterniliie 
what real property abuts upon the street 
or portion of a street where such side- 
walk Is to be const riu.-ted, and will front 
on such Intended sidewalk and be Ininicdl- 
ately benellted by the proposed Improve- 
ment, nnd the City Engineer shall ascertain 
and determine the cost of such .sidewalk 
per foot frontage, and the proportion In 
which according to such frontage the as- 
sessment is to be made on the various 
portions of the real property so benellted, 
and shall make a report of all such mat- 
ters to the (.'oundl, nnd shnll therein slate 
what real property will be Immediately 
benefited by the proposed Improvement, 
and an estimate of the probable cost per 
foot frontage of the proposed Improve- 
ineutR, nnd the amount thereof which 
should be assessed' against the property 
Immediately benefited. 

4. The owner or owners of the real prop- 
erly mentioned In any such report abutting 
niiou the side of I he street or portiou 
of the street where such sldiMvallc Is In- 
tended to ha constructed, and wblidi real 
Iiroperty will front on the siild Intended 
sidewalk arc hereby nssessed from the 
date of the adoption by tho Council of 
such report, with a special rate ecjnal to 
two-thirds of the expense, cost nnd charges 
of constructing such Sldcwnlk, as ascertain- 
ed by the said report and according to 

tho frontage of such real property resji 

tively, upon such sidewalk, and the other 
one-third of such expense. cost ii.-,d 
hargi>s, together with the whole of the 
ost In respect to street corners, shnll be 
assumed by the Council as the Corpora- 
tion's slinre of the cost of such side- 
walk-. 

'J'he nmounts so assessed shall be as- 
'(! and levied ngalnst the said real 

liroperly of such owner or owners, respec- 
tively, and shall be paid to the City 
rreasurer within one month froiii the ser- 
lice upon such owner or owners, respcc- 
tlvel.v, or Ills or their agent, of n iiollce 
In writing, stating the amount payable 
such owner or owners, respectively, 
and re()ulrliig payment of such amount 
he Coriioratlon. by puyment to the 
City 'rreasurer, and In default thereof 
shall bear Interest from and after one 
mouth from the service of such notices, 
respectively, at the rate of six per cent, 
■r annum until paid, nnd may be recover- 
I. together with nil costs In that behalf, 
forlbwith after default by a distress nnd 
lie of the goods nnd cbnttels of the per- 
son liable for such rate, or by the sale 
of the wiiide or part of the real property 
so charged, but in the event of the sale 
of anv of the said proyierty, or jin.v part 
therefor, respectively, ten days' notice 
hereof piibllslied dall.v In one newsnaper 
Irculallng la the Municipality shall be 
,'lveii. 

(!. .Ml that portion of the City which Is 
within tiie line next hereiniifter descrllied 
shall bo known as the "I'erniaiient Sldc- 
wnlk I/lmltH." namely: Coniiiieiiclug at the 
north end of AVharf street :il Its Inlersce- 
tloii with .Toliiisnn street: thence rniining 
southerly alone the western street line o' 
Wharf street past the old f'ustinii Tloiise. 
IhcIR'O following the line of the said street 
raslerly along the southern Btn.'i'l Uik; 
the said street In a slriiigiit line .1cros^ 
(ioveriimeut street to the s(Uitliern street 
line of Humboldt street, nnd along the 
said southern street line of Iluuibuldt 
street to Us Intersection Willi the eiistern 
Htrcet line of Douglas street; tliciicc riiii- 
iilug northerly nioiig the s"id I'Msfern street 
Hue of Donulas street to the southern 
street line of Fort street; thence ensterly 
nlnng the snld southeni street line of Port 
street to the eastern street line of Blnn- 
chard street; thence northerly along the 
said eastern street line of Blanchard street 
to the northern street line of Pandora street 
thence westerly along tho said northern 
street line of Pandora street to the eastern 
street line of Douglas street; thence north- 
erly along the eastern street line of T)ou;r- 
bis street to the northern street line of 
FIsirunrd street: thence along the said 
northern street line of FIsguard street to 
the western street Hue of Stor(> street: 
thence southerly along the said western 
street Hue of Store street to tho northern 
street line of .Tohnson street: thence west- 
erly along the northern street line of .Tobn 
son street to the eastern street Hue of 
Wlinrf street: thence northerly along the 
said eastern line of Wharf street to tlo' 
northern end of Wharf street: thence wes- 
terly across Wharf street to the w"steru 
street Hue of Wharf street; thence south- 
erly to the point of cominenceiueut. 

7. All sidewalks constructed under or In 
pursiiunce of the powers given by ' !'" iire- 
eedlng sections of this by-law shall be 
constructed by the Corporation ijiider the 
suiiervlsliui and to tho satisfaction of the 
city Engineer. 

H. The f:ouncll niny permit the owner or 
owners of any real projierty abutting upon 
any street, whether within or without the 
said limits, to eoiistnict ii permanent side- 
walk of concrete, brick or such other 
material as may be approved by the ComicM. 
with granite or concrete curb, provided 
that such Hidewnik shall be constructed 
by such owner or owners under the supc 
vision nnd to tho entire satlsfa"tlou of 
the C;ily Kngineer, ami unles.s such owiiei 
or owners shall in consldorntlou of tin 
construction of such sidewalk receive tein 
pnrnry permission to construct and imvi 
the use of any cellcrage under such side 
walk, the Council may contribute and pay 
to such owner or owners one-third of t 
cost of' such sidewalk as determined 
the City Engineer.

Tho arches iiii' to l)i 
SI fe(>t from centre of |>i(^r to cenlfir of 
pier, and are seiiar;it('d by six-feet walls 
of coursed nibbles in ceuu.it up to high 
water mark, liiiilt in concrete in a colTei^ 
duin, iir in piling, if I'minil necessary, tin 
til solid ground is reached. 

The arches are to l/c- liuished on tlii' 
west I'rout witli cut stone, rock-faced, 
inch chisel dnit't all nniud each stone 

The lituinclies are partly lilleil with 
lirick liililt in, and partly with loose stom 
grouted si> as to iinxluct' solid work, 
'i'lie roadway will be llormed of concrete 
iivcragiiig lli inches in deptli, with .side- 
walks to corres(ioiid, and liuished with 
the best (luality of asphaltum IVi inches 
thick.

Birdcage Walk, this way consistius; of 
enclosing walls at either side, 12 feet in 
tliiekness at low water mark, resting in 
coucicte when solid ground la reached.

After passing estimates of expenditure 
$12,000 in excess of the estimated rev- 
enue, tho board of aldi?rmen voted down 
a motion to increase the Uix 011 land, 
making it 10 mills on the dollar instead 
of 15 tis at present. Several changes 
were made Ln the estimates at the special 
nieetiug yesterday morning, but tho alder- 
men refused to grant any further in- 
creases in salaries, Aid. Ilayward re- 
marking that he was willing to admit 
that they liad made a mistake in in- 
creasing any salarie.i. They also struck 
out the vote of $5,000 for iiioviue souk.' 
twelve-inch pipe from Saanicli road to 
Oovernnieiit stret, the chief reason for 
this, however, being that the aldermen 
olijeeled to '( loverniiient street being 
torn U|i again until there were prospects 
of having il paved. The .SUt.tKIt) for the 
iniiinteiuuiee of the waterworks was iii- 
crciised to .'j;! !.',')( ill. 

Aid. Williams was absent from tile 
meeting and Aid. l.angley's seat also re- 
mained vai'ant.

Brvdon brought up the question 
of apprii|)riatiiig something for a com- 
inissinn tn investigate the Sorby scheiiu 
He thiiinrht it would require $.3,000 but 
the majiiiitv of the council were-of oiiin 
inn that .S2,,"i00 would be sufllcient. 

This eoiupleteil the estimates of ex 
penditnri' and His AVorship pointed out 
that while tlie council had estimated 
tlii'ir expenditure at $482,500 the esti- 
mated revenue was only $470,09:i and 
this oil the same assessment roll as last 
year. There was consequently a detu it 
of $12,000 nnd he suggested thnt one mill 
be added to the taxation on land. Tins 
would produce about $9,000. still leaving 
n deficit of $3,000, but it was quite likely 
that all the money voted would not be 
expended. 

Aid. Haywnrd thought more money 
could be raised by other means than in- 
creasing the tax on land while Aid. 
Humphrey said he would oppose any in- 
crease as long as "tho present system of 
squandering money 011 the streets was 
continued." 

Tlie Mayor contended that a committee 
of the wlilile council could look after the 
street work as well as a committee of 
three aii,l Aid. lirydon said if there was 
any siiuaudering tlie council ('Oiild stop 
it.
